JUSTIFICATION:

In mid-September, coho salmon returning to Medvejie Hatchery were not expected to meet broodstock
goals in 2017, so Emergency Order 1-SS-D-29-17 closed Bear Cove to fishing for the protection of
broodstock. However, between September 20 and September 27, approximately 2,600 of the 3,000
coho salmon needed for broodstock were captured at the hatchery. It is anticipated that the remaining
400 fish needed for broodstock will enter the hatchery raceways regardless of fishing pressure.
Rescinding EO 1-SS-D-29-17 will restore regional regulations to these marine waters and provide sport
fishing opportunity for coho salmon.
